The proposed Canadian reclproeity 
treaty has aroused the Amerind a fa rm ­ 
ers as nothing in years has done. 
They luridly charge the government 
with "a change in faith”—the ab a n ­ 
donment In tills Instance of the pro­ 
tective principle and into the mouth 
of President T aft they daringly put 
Kim’s w onts as in imagination a d ­ 
dressed to themselves, "But thou m ust 
pay for It.” 
"It is not a theory wi!h our farm 
ers,” rem arks one agricultural paper, 
“It Is a condition a ruinous, a suicidal 
condition that Is Involved In the giv­ 
ing of our m arkets to foreign farm ers,
